The LondonTinics.

We gave, not long since, to -our readers, 


from Couut Guiwski's lien- work, a para. 
grtph er two, relative to *" newspaper 
press, of Europe and America, adding a few 
remarks of our own- The Count, it may 
be recollected, nlfcgcd that the public jour- 
nals on the continent were to a great extent 
in the hands of selfish and unprincipled 
cliques, will were -hence engaged, not in 
guiding and mformmg,butdn misleading the 
people — to which we added the notorious 
fact, that in some of the principal European 
States, the more liberal, just and excellent 
journals were subjected to an odious and 
arbitrary censorship, whereby .their freedom 
of utteranee-and consequent usefulness were 
nearly stifled by the tyrannical government 
under which they exist. 


In Groat Britain, however, though the 


•clique ownership and control of the press 
doubtless does to some extent prevail, there 
is no censorship known — the British journ- 
als being, in fact, about as free-spoken as 
those of the United States. 
Prominent 


among them all — conspicuous, indeed, in 
the list .of newspapers iu Europe and 
throughout the world — is the London TIMES 
whose name we have prefixed to tin's arti- 
cle. 
The Times is a daily paper, of great 


ability, -extensive circulation, and potent 
influence in public affairs. 
It is the great 


herald and file leader of the Tory party.and 
is always the government organ when its 
partisans are in power. 
Its tone is a« state- 


ly and dignified • as the tread of the lion. 
•whose effigy it bears at mast-head ; yet, 
sometimes, it seems rather to plume itself 
too much upon its resl or supposed superi- 
ority to other presses, or parties, and then 
it.approaches the ridiculous — like a noble 
lord .getting slightly beside himself with 
•wine or passion. 


The Times, however,Is a great paper,and 


exerts a tremendous force in the political 
and commercial world. Each number con- 
sists of two large double folio sheets, com- 
prising no less .than ninety-six co'umns, of 
which more than fifty columns are some- 
times fully occupied by advertisements, all 
paying grievous prices. 
The regular daily 


edition of the paper is now said to be fifty- 
three.thousand, or thereabouts — which is a 
greater circulation than is enjoyed by any 
other daily journal on earth, with the possi- 
ble exceptisn of the Ar. T. Sun— unless we 
are to believe the choking big stories told by 
Sir "Walter-Wagtail" of Bennett's Serald, 
which we guess we shall have to take a lit- 
tle more time to consider, before swallow- 


lYvg- 


The Times is somewhere about seventy 


years •old ; and the present manager of the 
.printing department, Mr. Johnson, has been j 
connected with the paper for the last 35 
years. During the sessions of Parliament, 
one hundred and thirty type-setters and 
twelve proof-readers are employed in the 
office ; and the whole force of 
printers, 


editors, reporters, etc., engaged in the pro- 
duction of the journal, is about 300 persons. 
The quantity of .paper used for each num- 
ber is above 200 reams, which would make 
a -pile fully fifty feet high. 


The Times office .is an old, irregular 


structure, of a blackened and unattractive 
aspect, situated at Printing House square, 
in London. The editors, compositors, re- 
porters, &c., all have their rooms, (which 
are neither large nor light,) on the second 
floor. For the convenience of the work- 
men, .a refreshment room is attached to the 
establishment. 
Mr. Mowbray Morris is 


the presiding genius and manager ofthe 


whole concern. 


The price of the Times is eight cents a 


cepy, which is four times as much as the 
JVOT York Tribune, and would be at the 
rate of about 626 a year. 


Of course, the expenses of such a concern 


must be enormous ; but the receipts of the 
establishment are so great, as to leave for 
the proprietors an amount of clear profits 
large enough to seem •'well-nigh incredible.

THE SKELETON FOUND UPON THE WHITE 


MOUNTAINS.—Alpine House, July 23.— 
The skeleton found on Mount Washington, 
N. II., was discovered about one o'clock p. 
m., Sunday, the 19th inst.. by Ambrose 
Tower, whose office is 124 Broadway, New 
York city, it was about half a mile from the 
Summit 'House, and 50 rods from the path 
leading from the Glen House on the east 
side of the mountain. The remains have 
not yet been legally identified as those of 
Benjamin Chandler of Wilmington, Dele- 
ware, but no one doubts they are his. 
The 


skeleton is nearly perfect, the hands and 
feet and one limb only being gone. 
Every 


bank note found on his person was of the 
Braudywine Bank, Wilmington, and was 
nearly as bright and perfect as when taken 
from the bank. The newspaper taken up 
within 18 or 20 inches of liis body bears 
date Wilmington, August 1th, the day Mr. 
C. left home. 


Tiie gold, silver, and copper coin, togeth- 


er with the gold watch taken from his per- 
son, are nearly in the same condition as 
when valuable to their owner, It will be 
recollected that Mr. C. ascended the moun- 
tain from the Glen House, August 7, 1850. 
and was last seen about a mile from the 
Rnrnrnit. and " l>nlf ^ ™!lu ft-om thc.nlace 
ot his death, of the immediate cause and 
manner of which there is entire unanimity 
of opinion. Over 70 years of age, he had 
become much exhausted by the prodigious 
effort of seven or eight miles of climbing 
over by far the most difficult and tedious 
road leading to Mount Washington. 
Evi- 


dently he sat down or lay down tor a brief 
rest, or for the night. The fog and dark- 
ness were severe. The chilling winds of the 
mountain currents at that vast elevation, 
blowing upon his exhausted body mnst have 
immediately induced that peculiar stupor 
and drowsiness so sweet and delightful to 
its victim, and at the same time so delusive- 
ly fatal. The position ofthe body was easy, 
natural and sheltered by a cliff of high shel- 
ving rock. The head was elevated, and, to 
appearance, pillowed by moss, while the 
limbs were extended in a quiet and tranquil 
manner. His clothes and heavy blanket 
overcoat were closely buttoned around him-
